Seasonally adjusted statistics are revised following revision to the original data and as 


additional data are brought into the analysis each year. 


For serics where one of the components and the total of the components have been 
seasonally adjusted (e.g. private dwellings and total dwellings), any figures derived by 
deduction (in the example quoted — government dwellings} do not amount to a 
farmally seasonally adjusted series for the balance of che components.
